Harris then prepared to return home when 


he discovered one Marshall Goff, a person 
connected in the capacity of ‘ruoner” with 


the United States Custom House, standing 
off 


near his waggon, and, supposing that G 
bad searched it for smuggled goods, told 
him to keep away. Some words followed 


whereupon Harris sliook his fist at Goff, 


telling him that if be ever caught him in 
Canada he would settle with him. Upon 
this Goff drew a revolver, and, saying 
‘D——n you, I will put a bullet through 
you,’ immediately fired and Harris fell 
dead. The bullet entered his left breast 
and passed through both heart and lungs, 
A large and excited crowd immediately 
collected and attempted to lynch the mur- 
derer, but the Select Men interfered and 
carried him to a place of security. The 
news of the murder soon spread over the 
lines, and Canadian farmers came flocking 
1n from every direction. The State Attorney 
also arrived at tha scene, and yesterday re 
moved Goff to St. Albans, where he is now 
confined in the County Jail. 

Harris was about forty years old, and

STATEMENT OF TH FIRST MATE OF

Our cargo was railroad iron for the 
port of Quebec. We had on board 1,800 
tons. 
weather, on the tenth day 
lonk and all bands were at the pumps 216 
hours, when we made the port of Marseilles 
and remained 15 days for repairs, On the 
24th day of August we lett for Quebec, 
and had a very fair passage until we made 
the Canso light on the coast of Nova Scotia. 


We took ona pilot then by the name of 


Jobn O'Brien who took the ship to Cape | 


Porcupine. He then left the ship. The 
course pursued from that place to the Mag- 
dulen Islands was due west. We then 
altered the course from W by N half N.— 
Seven days after (on the 14th November), 
in the second mate's watch, as near as I 
cap recollect at about 10 o'clock when I 
went below to the cabin,Captain Alexander 
and his wife were playing cards, when I 
joined them and played about two hours, 
when all at once we felt a heavy shock and 
the crash of the main and fore masts. I 
rushed up from the cabin and all was con- 
fusion on deck, the men running about and 
calling upon God to save them. I think 
it was about six minutes from the time we 
struck the rock when the’sbip went down 
with all on board, except inysclf and the 
second mate. We were clinging to a 
small piece of deal about five feet long 
nod seven inches wide. He had hold of the 
end of the stick and I was nearer the centre, 
but moved towards the otherend, He had 
his boots, coats and pants on; I had re- 
moved my boots and coat, and fouod it 
much easier to float. He remained by me, 
about an bour, when he cried out, *Ob, my 
God!" and sank. The end of the stick that 
T had bold ot began to sink, and I grasped 
it more in the centre, and tied myself on as 
well as I could. I remembered everything 
quite distinctly until the second day, when 
1 was so cold that I thought I should sink, 
but the stick held meup. [have no re- 
mem brunce of anything else until I found 
myself on board of a steamer, commanded 
by Captain McGinnis, bound for Campble 
ton. He told me that he picked me up 
about fifteen miles below White River, 
more dead than alive. I had been in the 
water from 10 minutes to 12 on Saturday 
night uotil Tusdayat9 a.m. On Wednes 
day morniog at 10 a. m., he landed me at 
White River and directed me to Mr. Noble, 
who gave me 4 pair of pants and boots for 
which I sincerely express my thanks, I 
have also to thank Mr. E. Grant, Powell 
and Mr, Kimpton, of Trois Pistoles, for 
clothing and assistance to get to Quebec.—

He always took pains to 
place the best wood on the outside of the 
curve, and found that they did not wear 
out any sooner than the other parts of the 
track, He made the embankments sixtecn 
feet wide. His contract for the Gosford 
and Quebec Railway was twelve feet broad; 
but he made it sixteen feet. He placed 
the price of making embankments at 10 
cents per yard, and grading 10 cents, He 
spoke of the line which he was now con- 
structing. where sand could be easily 
obtained, and there were no rock cuttings. 
The following was un estimate of the stock

The North Renfrew Election. 


ThePembroke Observer of the 8rd Dec., 
claims the election for North Renfrew for 
Mr. Deacon, and gives the following ex 
planation in reference to the Townships o! 
Algona and Head, where a large number of 
votes were recorded for Murray, The 
Observer says :— 


“There are but fiye men io the Township of 
Algona legally qualliied to vote, and it by avy 
fraud more than the legal number of votes buve 
been taken at that place, they will not advao- 
tage the personin whose favor they were given 
The law {s clear on this polot. It is necessary 
that the Clerk of cach municipality shall in 
each year return tothe Clerk of the Peace a 
list of all the persons entitled to vote therein; 
and by the tenth section of the election law it 
{s enacted that “no person shall be admitted | 
to yote unless his name appears on the last list 
of voters, made, certified, and delivered to the 
Clerk of the Peace at least one month previous 
before the date ofthe writ to holdsuchelection.”’ 
The list for Algona for this year, and which 

contains but five names, was delivered to the 

Clerk of the Peace on the fifteenth of Septem- 
ber last ; the writ to hold the election was is- 
sued on the fourth of November, so that no 
question can possibly arise as to the right of 
More than five votes there. Ihe Returning 
Officer, to avold all difficulty, obtained from the 
Clerk of the Peace a certified copy of the cor- 
rect voters’ list and delivered it to bis deputy 
at Algona, with Instructions to recelye uo votes 
but those on that list, so that no danger Is to 
be apprehended from any violation of the law 

No yotes can be admitted from Head, as no 
Voters’ list for that Township was ever returned 
to the Clerk af the Peace. The Retarolog OM- 
cer thought be was bound to open a poll there, 
but sent Instructions to bis deputy to recelyey 
DO votes, If these Instructions ure disobeyed it 
Will not effect the election unless the whole affair 
{sto wind up with frauds more glaring than 
those which made the County of Russell and 
the name of Followes notorious. But we bave 

no fear of this. Mr. Deacon will, we have no 
doubt, take the sent to which the volce of the 
majority of theelectors of North Renfrew have 
ealled him,

Srr—In accordance with the request of 


your Committee, I have examined the 

systems of wooden rail tracks introduced 
respectively by Messrs, Foster and Hulbert, 
and beg to submit the following observa 
tious thereon ; 

Mr, Hulbert’s system is the longitudinal 
maple rail, the grain of the wood runviog 
with the track ; the rails are supported on 
cross ties laid two feet apart ; these ties are 
notebed-out, and the rails are fastened into 
the notches with wooden wedges. He sub 
mits two modifications of his principle : 

Ist. A plain longitudinal rail 4 inches by 
7 inches, in 14 feet lengths, with square end 

joints, and simply held in place in the ties 
by the wedges. 

2nd. A longitudinal rail 4 inches by 7 
inches, two thicknesses in depth, breaking 


joint with square ends, each joint being | 


fastened together with two balf inch bolts 
through from top to bottom of rail, and 
wedged in the ties‘in & similar manner to 
No. 1, 


Mr. Foster claims an improvement on 
Hulbert’s system inasmuch as he opposes 
the end grain of the wood to the action ot 
the trains. He places maple blocks 8} 
inches by 7 inches’on end to form the rail. 
These blocks are held together between 
two longitudinal stringers, slightly notcbed 
out, to give a seat for the blocksto rest on; | 
the stringers break joint, thus forming a 
continuous rail. The cross ties are notched 
out and the stringers wedged in the same | 
manoer asin Mr, Hulbert’s ruil, A hard | 
wood pin is driven through the stringers 
between each joint of the blocks, in order 
to keep the blocks from shifting out of | 
place, 


The following isa comparative estimate 
of the cost of each eystem of wooden rail 
and of aniron T rail, 56 tbs. in the yard, 
Ido not include the earthwork, ballast, or 
fencing, as Cnssume the grifles and cnrves 
tobe common to each, Tho cstimare fs 
based on a 5 feet 6 inch guuge, and the 
cross ties are 1ucluded : —

An iron rnil, of say.56 lbs. to the yard, 
should last in this climate with a fair traffic 
(such 63 done be the Northera Railway of 
Canada) aboutten years, and the best hard 
wood rail with a similar traffic could not 
last overtwo years. A well constructed 
hardwood rail, if properly maintained, 
would probably last five years with a small 
traffic, and light engines not running over 
a speed of from 10 to 12 miles an hour.

The main points to be considered in 
comparing the different systems of wooden 
rail are simplicity in the nomber of parts 
and coovenience in construction and repair 
because the greater the number of parts, 
the greater is the liability to get out of re- 
pair, particularly in such a climate ns 
Canada, when the sudden thaws and «x 
treme frosts throw the reils vut of line and 
out of level. 


As to the comparative merits of the dif 
ferent systems under consideration, I am of 
opinion that Mr Hulburt’s single rail No. 
1 (with an addition of a wood fish plate, 
notched and bolted at each point) is the 
inost practicable, as it is the simplest and 
cheapest in cvostraction, and can most 
easily be kept in repair, 

1 consider the wooden railway to be 
best adapted for colonization roads through 
new tractsof country where sufficient money 
cannot be obtained to build an iron 
A wooden railway would serve’ the pur
